CAPE VERDE IS LAST 
PLACE TO SEE PLANE 


Machine Had Then Covered 
3,000 Miles; Wireless Is 
Heard 5 Hours Later. 


Rio Janeiro, Thursday, July 5 (A-P.). 
The steamship Philarus, located north 
of Fernando do Noronha Island, in- 
formed the Olidna radio station at 20 
minutes after midnight this morning 
that it had been in communication 
with the Italian fliers attempting a 
nonstop flight to Brazil. The airmen, 
Capt. Arturo Férrarin and Maj. Corlo 
P. Del Prete, did not give their position: 

London, July 4 (A.P.).—The steam- 
ship Ionic Star radioed to the Asso- 
clated Press at 10:15 p. m. Greenwich 
time, that it had received a message 
from the Savoia plane in which Capt. 
Arturo Ferrarin and Maj. Carlo P. del 
Prete are attempting a nonstop flight 
from Italy to Brazil, saying that all 
was well. 


Over South Atlantic. 

Rome, July 4 (A.P.).—T'wo Italian air- 
men were tonight believed to be some- 
where over the South Atlantic. more 
than two-thirds of their flight behind 
them, in an effort to fly from Rome to 
Pernambuco, Brazil, on the mainland of 
Scuth America. 

Capt. Arturo Ferrarin and Maj Carlo 
P. Del Prete were sighted at 5 p. m.. 
Greewich time, above the Cape Verde 
Isiands, radio dispatches from \that 
place to Buenos Aires, Argentine, said 

St. Vincent, @ape Verde Islands, is 
approximately 3,000 miles from Rome 
and 1,600 miles from Pernambuco, but 
the 1,600 miles to Pernambuco is re- 
garded as the most dangerous lap of 
the flight, though just about one-half 
the distance already traversed. It is over 
open water, while comparatively little 
of that already traveled was not over 
either European or African coastline. 


Remarkable Speed Attained, 


The sighting at Cape Verde saw the 
two airmen 22 hours out of Rome, with 
the remarkable average of better than 
135 ngfles an hour speed in thet plane 
from that city behind them. Should 
they maintain this speed, and keep to 
their course, they would reach Per- 
nambuco about 5 a. m., Thursday Green- 
wich time, or 3 o'clock Pernambuco 
time (3 a. m., Eastern standara time) 

There is no certainty of the airmen 
landing at Pernamblico. however. if they 
still have fuel ahd can obtain their 
bearings It was said prior to their de- 
parture they might continue further 
south, possible to Rio Janeiro. ot other 
Brazilian coastal cities. This was re- 
garded as particularly apt to happen 
since the aviators are intent on besting 
the long distance flight record of* just 
less than 4,000 miles, now held by the 
Americans, Chamberlin and Levine. 

Thus far the airmen have kept con- 
sistenly to their course, being sighted 
first at Gibraltar, at 5:15 this morn- 
ing, and later at Villa Cisneros, Rio 
de Oro, at 3 p. m., Greenwich time. 

A 8t. Vincent’s despatch said they 
were sighted again 350 miles north of 
Cape Verde Islands, the radio de- 
spatch to Buenos Aires later setting 
the time of their passage over the 
island group at 5 p. m., G. M. T. 

In leaving the African Coast at 
Villa Cisneros, or near there, for the 
open ocean the fliers abandoned what 
had been variously said to have been 
their original intention of flying to 
Bolama, Portuguese Guinea, and 
heading for Pernambuco from there. 
The route actually -taken is some 
shorter than if they had gone on to 
Bolama, though the ocean hop itself 
is longer.

Philadelphia, July 4 (A.P.).—The City 
of Camden, an excursion boat of the 
Wilson Line, with a holiday crowd 
aboard, was reported temporarily dis- 
abled this afternoon after passengers 
rushed to one side as the boat left 
National Park, on the Jersey side of the 
Delaware River.

The City 
of Philadelphia, another Wilson boat, 
and a police boat also were sent to its 
aid. 

Before the relieving boats arrived the 
City of Camden had righted itself and 


proceeded to Wilmington. No casualties 
were reported. 


8 DEATHS IN A DAY 
ATTRIBUTED TO HEAT 


Prostrations and Drownings 
in New York Area; Storm 
Then Brings Relief. 


New York, July 4.—Terrific heat and 
efforts to escape it weré responsible for 
eight deaths today before a merciful 
storm at dusk brought relief on New 
York’s sanest celebration of the Fourth

OPENS WRONG DOK 
IN PLANE; DROWNED 


Wealthiest Belgian Falls 
Into North Sea, Is 
Word at London. 


HAD LEFT CROYDEN 
ON BRUSSELS FLIGHT 


Pilot Unaware; Valet Aboard; 
Victim Here Recently 
With Own Aero. 


London, July 4 (A.P.).—Capt. Alfred 
Loewenstein, Belgian financier whose 
fame was world-wide, was drowned t6é- 
day in one of the strangest fatalities 
in the history of commercial aviation. 

The plane in which he was a passene 
ger was crossing from Croydon, near 
London, to Brussels when the financier 
disappeared. His valet and two stenoge- 
raphers, as well as the pilot and me- 
chanic of the plane, were present, but 
did not notice the incident, and it was 
not until arrival at Brussels that it 
was learned that Capt. Loewenstein 
was gone. The British air ministry 
announced he had been drowned, 

The plane landed on the beach west 
of Dunkirk, France, at 8 p. m. The 
pilot informed the authorities that 
while the plane was crossing the North 
Sea Capt. Lowenstein, wishing to go t6 
the washroom, opened the wrong door 
and fell out. 


Narrow Escape in U. &. 


New York, July 4 (A.P.).—Alfred 
Loewenstein, wealthy Belgian finane 
cier, who, dispatches say, was killed in 
a fall from an airplane in Europe today, 
narrowly escaped «'eath from a whirling 
airplane propellor when he was in this 
country earlier this year. 

He arrived here in April to make 
trips around this country and Canada 
on business and bought a giant tri- 
motored Fokker to travel in, having 
brought his personal pilot with him 
from abroad. He was overcome by the 
publicity his action caused and became 
exceedingly “camera shy.” At one 
stopping place he tried to slip away 
from photographers as he alighted from 
his plane and walked directly between 
two of the propellors. 

Some one shouted, “Duck,” and he 
se ved himself, but he had been so near 
death that one of the whirling blades 
knocked his hat from his head. 


Canada “Seized” Plane. 


On one of his trips from this coun- 
try to Canada certain customs regu- 
larities were not complied with and his 
plane was temporarily “seized.” Every- 
thing was satisfactorily explained, how- 
ever, and the ship returned to him, 
He left for Europe 6n May 18, saying 
that he would return here in October. 

Loewenstein is Belgium’s richest man 
and in some quarters it is thought 
that he may be the richest in the 
world. The size of his fortune is not 
known, but its magnitude is indicated 
by the fact that in 1926 he offered his 
government the free loan of $50,000,000 
for two years. Several years ago, $450,- 
000 worth of jewels were stolen from 
his villa 'n Biarritz and European op- 
eratives came here in the hope of trac- 
ing the thieves.

on satisfactory programs. Smaller stations, 
however, unable to retain competent- program 
directors, arrange their programs more or less 
at haphazard, and a committee composed of 
leaders in various professions, musicians and 
educators, might be of service to them. 
Commissioner Lafount is of the opinion that 
too much time is devoted by the average broad- 
casting station to entertainment and jazz. He 
believes that the public calls for more educa- 
tional material. The committee he suggests 
would be competent to suggest such a program. 
There is already in existence a force that 
dictates effectively the type of program spon- 
soréd by broadcasting stations. The listening 
public f8.a committee of the whole, quick to 
protest against undesirable programs. This 
committee always will be the final arbiter. The 
committee suggested by Commissioner Lafount 
would be subservient to this larger committee 
at all times. It is doubtful that a committee 
would be as well qualified as the broadcaster 


to do up to that time. It was over India that 
the main engagements were fought.

The 
dispute over the Russian supply was one in 
which the Americans had all the better of the 
argument. They had shown a willingness to 
buy what the English rivals were trying to get 
for nothing. The Shell claim, in the light of 
events in Russia and the willingness shown by 
other English interests to do business with the 
Soviet, was tenuous and shadowy. 

It is well that the dispute has been settled.

National headquarters of both parties 
are to be established in Washington. 
Gov. Smith has wisely overruled the ad- 
vice of friends who urged that his head- 
quarters be established in New York.

Mr. Hoover enjoys an advantage over 
Gov. Smith in possessing more intimate 
knowledge of the workings of the Fed- 
eral Government. Gov. Smith, however, 
has had more experience as a respon- 
sible executive and in dealing with polit- 
ical organizations. The views of each 
candidate on national questions are yet 
to be expressed, but Mr. MHoover’s 
opinions can be more accurately esti- 
mated at this time than those of Gov. 
Smith. 

It is reported that Mr. Hoover will 
deal with the protective tariff as the 
leading issue. But it takes two parties 
to make an issue, or rather to take sides 
on issues that make themselves. The 
personal qualities of the two candidates 
and their methods of handling current 
questions will probably do more to ac- 
centuate their differences than their 
mere defense of their respective plat- 
forms. Both Smith and Hoover have 
been chosen for what they are, as men, 
rather than for their championship of 
party policies. 

The speeches of acceptance will help 
to destroy two popular legends that have 
become almost fixed opinions: One, that 
Hoover is a cash register or calculating 
machine, without human emotions or 
sympathies, and the other that Smith is 
a roystering, devil-may-care “broth of a 
boy,” with no conception whatever of 
national affairs. In view of what Hoover 
initiated and accomplished for the re- 
lief of starving millions, it is ridiculous 
to suggest that he is a soulless efficiency 
machine; and in view of Smith’s long ex- 
perience as a legislator and executive, 
charged with the complex government 
of the greatest State in the Union, it is 
equally absurd to hold that he is not 
qualified to assume wider responsibil- 
ities." He has had more experience irf 
practicing the art of government than 
was possessed by Cleveland, Roosevelt, 
Wilson or Coolidge when they assumed 
the Presidency. They were known to be 
able men, but their ability had not been 
as conspiciously proved as in the case of 
Gov. Smith. 

The country eagerly awaits the of- 
ficial statements of these candidates. 
What they have to say will constitute 
their party platforms, rather than the 
cautious all-things-to-all-men utterances 
emanating from Kansas City and 
Houston. And the manner in which they 
speak will be of intense interest to all 
Americans, who resemble the ancient 
Greeks in reveling in comparing and con- 
trasting the intellects of men engaged 
in the rivalry of lofty undertaking.

PLANS FOR INAUGURATION. 
unanimously approved the suggestion that the 


‘occasion for a great gathering of Americans at 
the National Capital to celebrate the event and 


to see the Government in action. 

The inauguration of a President affords an 
opportunity for strengthening the ties that 
bind an American to his country. It is not an 
idle ceremony when a citizen is clothed with 
power that dwarfs the majesty of the Caesars, 
The whole world will be affected by the opin- 
ions and acts of the nekt President. Amert- 
cans are delighted to honor their new Presi- 
dent, whether they voted for him or not, and 
with very rare exceptions, the Presidents 
remember that they represent the Nation and 
all its people; and not merely a political party. 

It is not for the benefit of the incoming 
President that the neXt inauguration should 
be planned on a national! svale, to be attended 
by hundreds of thousands of citizens. He will 
be deeply impressed and encouraged, of 
course, by the presence of so many fellow citi- 
zens, but the chief benefit will be theirs, tin 
drinking fresh drafts of patriotism from the 
historic fountain established by Washington. 
They will visit the Capitol, the White House, 
the lowly house where Lincoln died, the Gov- 
ernment’s huge buildings, the Monumert, the 
Memorial and other famous places, and many 
of them will make their long-deferred pil- 
grimage of love and honor to the tomb of 
Washington. Their children will come also, 


and will carry away to the remotest parts of 
Republic an ineffaceable reverence for 
their country's institutions. The good Iinflu- 
ence instilled in American hearts will 
serve the Nation well when future emergencies 
call for the defense of the Union. 

It is incumbent upon Washingtonians 
organize, finance and conduct the popular in- 
auguration celebration. They will do this with 
alacrity, eagerly preparing themselves to be 
hosts to their fellow Americans. Much plan- 
ning must be done betimes, in order that the 
public convenience and comfort may be served. 
This work should be undertaken without delay, 
in order that the inauguration committee to 
be appointed after the election shall not be 
cramped for time. 
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SUN BATHS AND BURNS. 


Medical science has paid Dr. Rollier, of 
Switzerland, and others who, like him, have 
demonstrated the curative properties of sun- 
baths, the high compliment of having effected 
almost miraculous cures in cases of tubercu- 
losis of the bone and glandular diseases. While 


echoing the praise of his fellow scientists, Dr. | 
*walton, of the New York public health depart- 


ment, adds a serious warning as to the danger 
from sunburn. Inflammation, fever, infection 
and even death may follow injudicious expo- 
sure to the sun, the burn of which is not diifer- 
ent, he says, from that of fire or steam. 

The rules laid down for the sun baczhers, 
particularly at the beaches, are: To keep out 
of the summer sun between the hours of 10 
and 3, to cultivate tan gfadually, and not 
seek from a week-end trip to return home 
with a certificate of tan to a season spent at 
the seaside. Blondes burn easiest. Instead 
of tanning they are more apt to peel. Con- 
sequently the injunction to go slow in acquiring 
tan bears more upon them than upon bru- 
nettes. They not only suffer more but the con- 
sequences may be more serious. 

Just now, when the practice of exposing 
little children to the sun has brought about a 
special garb for their sunning, the warning 
of the expert is in place—that the periods of 
exposure to the sun for children should be 
brief, and above all else, the head should be 
covered, and the eyes should be protected by 
dark glasses from sun rays reflected from the 
water, 

Sun baths without burns, but with all the 
tan that the individual's complexion entitles 
him to, is the ideal to be sought, and in the 
attainment of this, all the beneficial effects 
of the sun may be gained without the mala- 
dies which wait upon burns. The tendency 
today is to get away from surplus clothing in 
outing time and to invite the direct rays of 
the sun, without becoming blistered. This is 
a back-to-naturg movement that gives prom- 
ise of a genera] toning up of systems and the 
killing-off of incipient maladies which call for 


the corrective of light and air.

OIL WAR ENDED. 


The declaration of peace between the 
Standard Oil Co. of New York, and the Royal 
‘Dutch Shell Co. removes the danger of a com- 
mercial war greater than any that the world 
has ever witnessed. During the short interval 
for which hostilities lasted millions of dollars 
were thrown into the battle and preparations 
made to carry on the struggle over a front that 
would have involved every quarter of the 
globe. The conclusion of this industrial war

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NEW HEAD OF SCOTLAND YARD. 


The announcement made in the British 
House of Commons by the home secretary, Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, that Viscount Byng 
of Vimy is to be appointed commissioner of the 
London Metropolitan Police, and will take of- 
fice in the autumn, is so astounding that it has 
surprised and to some extent shocked all Eng- 
land. It follows so hard upon the heels of 
what is known ag the Savidge case that it has 
set every one guessing whether there is any 
connection between the two events. 

In that now notorious case Sir Leo Money, 
aman well on in years, and Miss Irene Savidge, 
a girl of 22, having been accused by the police 
of *‘improper conduct” in Hyde Park, were ac- 
quitted in court. There the case might have 
ended, but there was question of charging with 
perjury the policemen who made the arrests, 
and one day Miss Savidge was whisked away 
from her place of employment in a fast auto- 
mobile to Scotland Yard, and there, as alleged, 
put for several hours through the ‘‘third de- 
gree’’ regarding the evidence she intended to 
give at the forthcoming trial of the policemen 
and also, not without hateful suggestions, re- 
garding what actually took place between her 
and Sir Leo Money in Hyde Park. Now, the 
third degree is a horrible institution anywhere, 
but in Great Britain in particular, where the 
liberty of the subject is so thoroughly under- 
stood and respected, it is repugnant beyond 
the power of words to express. It is regurded 
there as a violation of Magna Charta, the Peti- 
tion of Right, the habeas corpus act, ‘and trial 
by jury all at one and the same time, and there- 
fore as striking a dastardly blow at all the 
most sacred portions of the British constitu- 
tion. Accordingly, when some weeks ago the 
question was raised in the House of Commons 
as to the propriety of the action of the Scot- 
land Yard authorities in questioning Miss 
Savidge, the administration could do nothing 
but appoint a commission of inquiry.

BEAU BRUMMELL. 


The 150th anniversary of the birth 
of Beau Brummell, says the New York 
Evening Post, should be an occasion 
of some interest to the whole Western 
race of men, For it was none other 
than he who invented long trousers 
and starched collars and bequeathed 
them to his own and succeeding gener- 
ations. He is likewise credited with 
having worn the first “dress suit.” 

Curiously enough, George Bryan 
Brummell, who first saw the light of 
day in June, 1778, figures in the popu- 
lar mind as the great dandy of history. 
Yet he was the man who put an end 
to the medieval dandyism of Knee 
breeches, silk hose, satin coats, lace 
collars and ruffles and ushered in the 
era Of the somber “tailor-made man.” 
He found a masculine world abloom 
with gayly colored clothes, concocted 
without rhyme or reason. He left it 
clad in subdued hues and more con- 
cerned with following the “correct 


“style” than with attempting to shame 


the peacock. Only in the sense that 
he was immaculate and “correct” could 
the Beau have been called a dandy. 
Beau Brummell, by putting the world 
of men into long trousers and starched 
collars, undoubtedly effected a more 
profound sartorial change than any 
other man on record.

Belgian clergy, representatives of Bel- 
gian and foreign universities in their 
academic robes and other distinguished 
persons. Honerary diplomas in po- 
litical and applied sciences were con- 
ferred on United States Ambassador 
Hugh Gibson, Edgar Rickard, of New 
York; Millard King Shaler, former mem- 
ber of the Belgian Relief Commission, 
and E. H. Tuck, philanthropist. Simi- 
lar degrees in philology and letters 
were conferred upon Perrin C. Galpin 
and members of the Committee of 
American Education Foundation. 

Among the most noted of the guests 
were Prince Leopold and Princess As- 
trid and Cardinal Van Roy. The car- 
dinal blessed the building. The carillon 
tower was blessed by the Bishop of 
Tournal.

Four-Year Labor of Experts 
Will Culminate in Sessions 
Beginning Here Today. 


MODEL TRAFFIC RULES 
ARE MADE AVAILABLE 


Uniform Code Is Designed to 
Help Cut Annual Death Toll 
of 25,000 Persons. 


A nation-wide program for improve- 
ment of traffic conditions, developed by 
the National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety under the chairmanship 
of Secretary of Commerce Herbert 
Hoover, is to be put into effect at a 
series of meetings which will be opened 
today at the Department of Commerce 
ard Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. The sessions wiil con- 
tinue three days. 

The plans whicn are designed to make 
streets and highways of the country 
and cities safe for motorist ana pedes- 
trian alike were formed by Mr. Hoover 
and his associates after conferences in 
Washington attended by police traffic 
experts, road builders and scores of 
others expert in traffic problems 

Representatives of ten national or- 
ganizations which have supported the 
work of the conference since its creation 
four years ago and members of the 
committees which have been working 
out a model system of traffic regulation 
wiil consider the steps to be taken to 
make the results availabie to cities and 
tcwns all over the Nation.

3,000 at Woodridge Attend

The 
model ordinance has been submitted 
to police department, traffic engineers 
and interest organizations in all parts | 
of the country, and will be put in | 
final form at the coming meetings. , 
Three additional model ordinances for 
the appointment of a traffic commis- 
sion, for the creation of a division of 
traffic engineering and for the enti 
trol of roadway and sidewalk obstruc- | 
tion, respectively, will be considered at | 
the same time. 

“The first phase of the work of the | 
National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety is nearing completion,” 
said A. B. Barber, director of the con- 
ference. “The uniform vehicle code 
and the model municipal traffic ordi- 
mance have been drafted with a view | 
to making available a uniform basis | 
of traffic regulation and control adap- 
table to all sections and to all cities 
and towns. The work has been car- 
med on with the support of ten na- 
tiona! associations and the cooperation 
of interested organizations in all] parts 
of the country. They represent the 
best judgment, from the broadest pos- 
sible viewpoint, of those who are Geal- | 
ing in one way or another with this | 
nation-wide questoin. 

200,000 Killed in 15 Years. 

“The importance of the problem is 
evident. In the last fifteen years 200,- 
000 persons have met death on our 
streets and highways. Since 1920 the 
accident rate has gone up practically 
10 per cent every year. The present 
annual death toll is 25,000. Beyond 
these eppalling losses we: find a long 
list of human and material wastes, re- 
alignments of business conditions and 
the necessity for radical readjustment 
which demands unceasing attention. 
Only by concerted effort and systemat- 
ic, organized control can this stupen- 
dous traffic problem be met.”

Mrs. Fred T. Dubois Sends Out Invitation—Would Call 
for Help of Army and Navy in Addition 
to Regular Prohibition Forces.

An invitation to ’ake over the en- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment was sent out to the women of 
America this week by Mrs. Fred T. Du- 
boils, wife of the former senator from 
Idaho. : 

In a series of meetings scheduled to 
take place in her home at 3114 R street 
northwest, the first held Tuesday, 


Mrs. Dubois, honorary president of the 
National Society Children cf the Amer- 
ican Revolution, intends to sound a 
challenge for both great political parties 
to turn over the absolute enforcenjent 
of the eighteenth amendment to the 
worgen of America. 

An officer of the National Congress 
of Mothers from 1910 to 1915, and or- 
ganizer of the District of Columbia Par- 
ent-Teacher Associaton, Mrs. Dubois 
first broached her ideas to members of 
the Progressive Citizens Association of 
Georgetown, of which she is president. 
At least, she outlined her plan to the 
women of this organization. 

The idea is this: Men have made a 
failure in the enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment, according to Mrs.
